A num ber 
of things could happen: NATO it­ 
self 
m ight 
break 
up; 
G erm any 
m ight turn from 
the West and 
m ake a deal with Russia. Other 
events could pull G erm any from 
under NATO’s thumb. 
But

than ever before in Pennsylvania 
history confronts the 1955 Legisla­ 
ture. 
The exact amount is hazy. It ’s 
lost in politically tinged claims and 
counter-claims. 
If you take Gov. John S. Fine’s 
word for it, the figure will be 
around 361 million dollars out of a 
iv4 
billion 
dollar 
general 
fund 
budget. Only 20 years ago, the 
entire general fund budget ran 335 
millions. 
The Pennsylvania State Chamber 
of Commerce puts the requirement 
for new revenue at about 312 m il­ 
lions. 
Gov.-Elect George M. Leader and 
his 
Democratic 
colleagues 
are 
making no dollars and cents esti­ 
mate at this point. They have the 
Pennsylvania Economy League at 
work seeking a figure. 
Making Special Study 
An estimate is likely to come 
from a bi-partisan tax study com­ 
mittee first set up by the governor 
in 1963 and revived recently for a . 
look at 1955 tax needs. 
Some of the prvblems: 
1. The IOO millions or so rasied 
by the Republican-passed one per 
cent sales tax will be allowed to 
expire 
automatically 
Sept.

Democrats follow through with th

2. Best estimates are that public 
school subsidies w ill take 95 m il­ 
lions more than in the current 


biennium without any changes to 
the present law.

in the

appropriation.

4. Borrowing money for the vet­ 
erans bonus for World W ar I I and 
for improvements to state institu­ 
tions is going to cost an additional I 
seven millions rn the next biennium. 
5. Leader w ill inherit a deficit 
of 60 to 65 millions from the Fine 
administration. 
Then there’s the problem of tax 
collections falling off from previous 
estimates. Even a slight recession 
is immediately reflected in tax in­ 
come. Less cigarets and liquor are 
purchased. Corporate net income 
tax revenues dwindle. 


Apart from the generality of the 
Democratic 
campaign 
platform 
which promises “ a more equitable 
tax structure, based on the prin- i 
ciple of ability to pay,” Leader 
has come up with two tax ideas. 


“ P a y - A s - Y o u - G o ” 


One is to put on a pay-as-you-go 
basis such business levies as the 
capital stock tax, the franchise tax. 
gross receipts tax and taxes on I 
bank shares and gross premiums of 
out-of-state insurance companies. 
This one-shot plan, he estimates, 
would bring in 45 millions in the 
next biennium. 
The other is revising assessment

At his first news conference after j 
the election. Leader said that the j 
sales tax would be dropped, that J 
no flat income tax would be adopted 
and that no plans were under way 
for amending the constitution to 
permit a graduated income tax. 
Leader also said a mercantile 
tax was questionable.

Pennsylvania s cigaret and liquor I 
taxes are among the highest in 
the nation. 
The governor’s tax study commit- j 
tee listed these possible levies In 
its 1953 report: Soft drinks, tobacco, 
amusements, parimutuel horse-race 
betting, per capita, meals, hotel 
and motel rooms, utility bills, tele­ 
phone and telegraph tolls and un­ 
incorporated business. 
Some money can be saved by 
economies but Leader is among the 
first to say tha* reductions to the 
extent of IOO million dollars as 
proposed by the Chesterman com­ 
mittee in 1953 are too visionary. 
Change Accounting System 
It is also Leader’s position that 
the commonwealth’s accounting sys­ 


tem must be completely overhauled 
to determine the true status of 
the state's finances. 
There seems little doubt that he 
next budget will hit the T 2 billion 
mark 
compared 
to the 
present 
overall two-year spending program 
Of $1,400,000,000. 
Five major items-education. pub­ 
lic assistance, health and welfare 
programs and debt service costs- 
accounts for about 90 per cent of 
the general fund budget. 
Education takes the biggest slice 
-about 
half. 
Appropriations 
for 
education total $496,330,000 in the 
current biennium. That’s 80 m il­ 
lions more than for the preceding 
two-year fiscal period. The next 
Legislature will have to provide for 
a further increase of at least 95 
millions. 
The incoming governor has talk 
about 
recessing 
the 
Legislature 
shortly after his inauguration pend­ 
ing a complete study of the com­ 
monwealth’s fiscal problems. 
After the study is completed, the 
lawmakers would come back and 
adopt a revenue program. There 
must be action before the end of 
the current biennium, next M ay 31, 
to keep state operations going.
